In
most cases where chastisement is ad-
ministered, an expectation of a full quan-
tity of milk will be disappointed. The
cow should be first brought to a proper
position by approaching Tier on the right
side, stool and pail ready J place the stool,
sit down on it, and with the right hand
brush the bag and teats clean before
commencing to draw the milk. During
this operation the milk flows In rapidly,
and all the ducts leading to the teats are
filled completely. The faster and sooner
it is completely drawn out, with gentle-
ness, the more likely you will be to get
the whole. The milker who sits and
talks, or in any way delays his business
will never obtain all the milk the cow is
capable of yielding. ' The stripping to
obtain the last drop, should be done with
great gentleness, by working the udder
somewhat in imitation of a calf sncking.
A person who understands and faithful-
ly performs the operation of milking,
will cause the cow to j'ield milk that
will make one quart more butter than
one-ha- lf the grown persons, who do the
milking, will. This is a strong assertion,
but no stronger than we believe the facts
will warrant. .. All the beginners should
be properly taught at first how to take
hold of the teats, and once learned, they
will remember. This is seldom explain-
ed to beginners, and hence each chooses
their own method of milking. , They
should be instructed that if thev would
milk with ease, the hand ishould" be kept
very near the extremity dr the teats, not
so near, however, as that the milk will
strike any part of the hand or fingers;
they should sit down close to the cow,
not arm's length away; the left arm
should always press against, or be in
close proximity to the leg of the cow,
and then if she kicks or steps, you can
ward off the force and protect yourself
andjpail of milk; With proper handling
of heifers while young and previous to
calving, there is very little liability to
have kicking cows. Sometimes a heifer
with her first calf, and even older cows,
get their teats sore, cracked or otherwise,
and this will cause uneasiness, aud often
pain them so as to cause them to kick or
step. In all such cases they should be
humored, coaxed and dealt gently by,
and even caressed and fed some choice
bite after milking. It would be well to
have a pot of grease, from the top of the
pot where pork and greens have been
boiled, to apply to soften cracks, etc.,
previous to milking, and afterwards.
The above mentioned grease is the best
application the writer ever used to soften
and heal cracked and sore teats on cows.

This remedy leaves no hard coat to dry
on the sores, but softens the parts, anil
aids nature to repair the injnry in the
readiest and most expeditious manner.
Tne mixture may be procured In the
drugstores; but If not thus accessible,
slack a lump of quicklime in water, and
as soon as the water is clear, mix it with
the oil and shake well. If the case is ur-
gent, use boiling water over the lime,
and it will become clear in five minutes.
The preparation may be kept ready bot-
tled in the house, and it will lie as good
when six months old as when first made.

To Cure Bee-stin- Most every one is
aware that the first thing to be done af-
ter being stung Is to extract the stinger,
and then whatever remedy is used must
be applied immediately if swelling is to
be prevented. I always use spirits of
ammonia, or hartshorn, as it is more
commonly called. Though this has the
effect on me of preventing swelling and
pain, others may not find it soefficacioup.
Kerosene, which is being used as a med-
icine for rheumatism, sore throat, burns
lameness, bruises and other afflictions'
will be found very effectual in subduing
the virus of the bee poison. An appli-
cation of wet blue clay or moist earth
has the desired effect ou most all whotry it. Unboiled honey was recom-
mended by the ancient bee writers as a
medicament for the bite of bees, and Iam going to try It some time, though Iam in no hurry for an opportunity to
present itself. Honey is always near by
and that is an advnatage, as it is neces-
sary that the remedy be immediately ap-
plied. If you have to go to the house and
spend some time in hunting or prepar-
ing a medicine, the afflicted part will be
swollen and much less easily cured.
Bruised onions or tobacco leaves can be
bound on the wound, or it can be bathed
in saleratusand water, or salt and water.
